To whom it may concern; 


| am a licensed Amateur Radio operator, emergency manager and a repeater 
owner who is concerned about the potential spectrum loss to amateur radio. In my 30+ 
years in the hobby, | have built/maintained numerous remote stations 
(repeaters/nodes) on voice and data on VHF/UHF and 900MHz. The spectrum around 
VHF/UHF is usually quite occupied in many metropolitan areas, being able to use a 
different set of frequencies has been wonderful. In emergency communications having 
another band to operate can be a game changer during radio operations of an event. In 
my humble opinion the outcome if we lost the 902MHz Amateur Radio band would be 
like that of 220MHz band, fewer and uses. Hams have done marvelous things on 
902MHz; repurposing old commercial hardware to creating off-grid mesh networks, to 
doing weak signal communications. The 902MHz area is generally a more civilized ham 
band as users must convert commercial devices to use the band, thus the users are 
generally considered to be more technical savvy and mature. 

If the band is lost then many devices will flood the market and will be deemed 
unusable by any means as the spectrum would be to congested, thus the radios would 
be enter the electronic waste stream. Amateur radio operators have made great strides 
in the 900MHz and it would be quite disheartening in the event of spectrum loss. Please 
consider the ramifications of allowing NextNav to operate in the 900MHz that would 
affect ISM, unlicensed and other uses beyond amateur.
